SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Oct. 2.—The annual 
long-range weather forecast from §&. 
V. Rehart of Lakeview, Or., warning 
us to look out for many very wet 
storms this winter, has been received. 

For thirty-nine years the Oregon 
prognosticator has been making long- 
range weather forecasts which have 
proved remarkably accurate, and for 
the past nine years these forecasts 
have been published early in October. 

This year Rehart says: 

“For the Winter season of 1914-1915 
a conservative forecast would be more 
than normal] precipitation for the en- 
tire Pacific Coast. In my judgment 
the Pacific Coast will experience more 
falling weather during the coming 
winter than in any_winter for the past 
ten years. 

“We may expect some very heavy 
storms and heavy snows in the moun- 
tains, with considerable danger of 
floods in the lowlands, and some dan- 
xer of a hard winter in the mountains 
and plateau regions. 

“The rule which I have followed 
in prophesying the weather may be 
of interest to the public. If the heat 
period, or periods, were one month or 


six weeks, or more, the precipitation 
would be above normal. The intensity 
of the heat periods also is taken into 
consideration. 

“The heavy storms this winter 
should begin in December. The 
precipitation previous to December 
should be normal.”

French Black Fighters are Alleged to

French Irregulars Officially Charged with Torturing 
and Mutilating Fallen Troops of the Invader’s Army.

France. The town was demolished as 

a@ result. The report said: 

“From headquarters Gen. Von 
Schjering reported to the Emperor 
_that a field hospital at Orchies, in 
the north of France, was attacked by 
franctireurs (snipers, or irregularly- 
armed persons) on Septem : 
punitive expedition encountered su- 
perior forces and had to retreat, leav- 
ing thirty-five wounded. On the fol- 
lowing day the Bavarian troops met 
no enemy and found Orchies desert- 
ed, but found there twenty wounded 
Germans, left the day before, horribly 
mutilated. Their noses and ears were 
cut off, and they were suffocated by

“AFRICANS CHECK GERMANS 
IN ATTACK NEAR VERDUN.

ARIS, Oct. 2.—An “African bat- 

talion checked the attacks of the 

German Imperial Guard in the 
recent fighting near Verdun. This is 
the inference drawn from details re- 
ceived here of the combat in that 
section. A survivor of the battle, who 
has arrived in Paris today told the 
following story of fhe fight: 

“The sun was just rising when our 
outposts came back on our main force 
and tnformed us that the Imperial 
Guard was coming. S8o00n after we 
gould see pointed helmets glistening 
in the sun, rapidly advancing. 

“Deceived by our silence, the guard 
came on even to the barbed defenses 
and commenced cutting them before 
our trumpets sounded an order for 
volley firing. The first line of the 
enemy seemed just to melt away un- 
der our fire. The second line ap- 


peared to be shaken for an instant, 
but on they came. 

“We could plainly see the officers 
in the lead waving their swords and 
encouraging their. men to the as- 
sault. Another volley and the second 
line thinned out; but a third line 
came on and the mass crossed the line 
of wire defenses, 

“When ‘Charge’ was sounded, we 
rushed forward to meet them. Then 
our boys commenced to fall, but our 
impetus was too much for the aristo- 
cratic guard, which was mowed down 
and dispersed. 

“Of one regiment only a single com- 

y remained. It was led by a tall 
feutenant with a boy's face. He 
wore a monocle in his eve and carried 
@ revolver in his hand. This company 
stood to the last man and that last 
man was the lieutenant. He refused 
to surrender and stood his ground 
alone until the bayonets of the Zou- 
aves brought him down.”

“On September 5,” he said, “some 
300 Belgians with— German names, 
who had volunteered for service in 
the army, were disarmed and placed 
in detention at Bruges, where they 
were treated as prisoners of war, 
though they were born in Belgium 
and some of them have taken the 
fire of Germans on three or four oc- 
casions. 
“On September 7 the military gov- 
ernment put in effect an order re- 
quiring all residents having German 
names, naturalized Belgians of Ger- 
man birth, and those who held what 
are known as residence privileges, to 
leave the city within twenty-four 
hours: The order was attempted by 
wholesale arrests of naturalized Ger- 
man business men, who were told that 
their property would be confiscated 


because of the fines 
Germans on the 
which they occupied. 

“Protests to the United States Con- 
sul-General, Henry W. Diederich, 
were ineffectual. He can not present 
the true state of affairs in Antwerp 
through the usual legation channels 
because of the Belgian censorship. By 
the populace Mr. Diederich is regard - 
ed with suspicion because of his Ger- 
man name. He has even been accused 
of being a German spy. and his life 
has been threatened.” 

The man from Antwerp recited the 
case of a German, who, he said, had 
obtained the rights of residence in 
Belgium, and whose wife was an 
American woman. The German, who 
has large business interests in Ant- 
werp, was ordered to leave the city 
within twenty-four hours. His son, 17 
years old, who was serving with the 
Belgian Twenty-third Artillery as vol- 
unteer, was at the same time dis- 
armed and taken to Bruges as a prie- 
oner, against the protests of his 
American mother. The father ap- 
pealed to Mr. Diederich to obtain the 
release of his son, but failed, as the 
military authorities declared that 
they were afraid to act. The matter 
was. then taken direct to King Albert, 
who directed the commander of Ant- 
werp to set the boy free. The family 
then left the city. !

Sees Germans Pound Verdun 
Fortifications to Pieces. 


Fight is Purely Duel of the 
Mammoth Guns. 


Racing Infantry and Cavalry 
Both Absent.

BERLIN, Oct. 2 (Via The Hague 
and London, Oct. 2, 8:45 p.m. )—An 
opportunity to watch closely the Ger- 
man-Austrian artillery attack on the 
line of French forts south of Verdun 
last Saturday was given an Associated 
Press correspondent who had been 
with the Germans at Metz. 

An attack which on Friday led to 
the taking of Ft. Camp des Romains 
as the first step in the breaking of 
the defense of the fort lines resulted 
Saturday -in 
paroches, the correspondent 
Towards evening it was reported that 
only one armored turret at Ft. Lion- 
ville was replying to the Austrian fire, 
all the other forts being silent. After 
that the Austrians concentrated their 
fire with precision on this single tur- 
ret from a distance of six miles, in- 
dicating that it was but a matter of 
time when the defense line would bre 
ready for an attack. 


VALIANT DEFENDERS. 


Ft. Camp des Romains Was val- 
lantly defended by the French. The 
attacking forces came within five 
yards of the trench in front of the 
ort before the garrison surrendered. 
The French artillerymen in the case- 
mate of the forts had to be dislodged 
with hand grenades, smoke bombs aad 
fire tubes, which German volunteers 
Placed against the opening .of the 
casemates, filling the interiors with 
fragments of bombs and sense-rob- 
bing gases. Even then the defenders 
refused to capitulate. Then they were 
given most honorable conditions of 
surrender, owing to the valor they 
had splayed. 

e correspendert’s trip over the 
battlefield showes netbing of the tra- 
ditional battle tumult, such as attack- 
ing infantry, racing cavalry and gal- 
loping artillery. The heavy artillery 
could not be seen. There was the 
tremendous detonation of siege pieces 
and large columns of smoke arose 
from burning villages. The black sur- 
face thus created was studded every- 
where with the white clouds from ex- 
ploding projectiles. 

STOPPED FOR DINNER. 

On the road a few wounded were 
making their way to the bases. Be- 
yond that the battlefield cave the im- 
pression of a tremendous iron plant. 
with its masses of artillery machinery 
and the attending noises, a feature 
which seems to mark this war more 
and more as the preconceived plans 
are applied. 

The German and Austrian heavy 
siege pleces were marvelously con- 
cealed and placed, and the workin: 
of them was like clockwork. Men 
brought ammunition and placed it 
with astounding regularity, as if they 
had done nothing else all their lives, 
though now and then the wholly 
mechanical process was interrupted 
for a few minutes by new instructions 
which were received over the tele- 
phone, observations having necessi- 
tated a slight change in the @irection 
of the fire. There was a pause for the 
noon meal. 

GUNS WELL CONCEALED. 

One artillery piece pounded away 
for four days with Lesparoches as its 
objective and the location of the gun 
never was discovered. During that 
time the men handling this cannon 
had gone to housekeeping most com- 
fortably. 

St. Mihiel had been evacuated short- 
ly before the arrival of the corre- 
spondent..

ANTWERP. 

The Germans, who are supposed to 
have had the assistance of heavy 
Austrian guns, apparently have failed 
fin their first attempt to pierce the 
outer line of fortifications at Antwerp. 
Official reports and statements by 
correspondents say that none of the 
Belgian forts have been severely dam- 
aged and that the German infantry 
attacks were repulsed with heavy 
losses to the attackers. ; 

The opinion prevails here that the 
Germans do noj intend at present to 
make gq serious attempt to besiege 
Antwerp and that the attack they 
have made is for the purpose of 
keeping the Belgians within the fort- 
ress and stopping sorties, which were 
disconcerting to the Germans occupy- 
ing the remainder of the country and 
occasionally disarranged their plaas. 


BRUSSELS. 


Again reports are in circulation 
that the Germans are making prep- 
arations to evacuate Belgium or at 
any rate that portion as far east as 
Brussels. 

It is said that their force in Brus- 
sels is packing up, but such state- 
ments have been made so often that 
not much reliance is placed in them. 
Still another rumor has it that the 
German staff headquarters has been 
removed from Luxemburg to May- 


ence, 
GALICIA. 

The battle which promises to be the 
greatest and most important of the 
eastern campaign has commenced 
near Cracow, Galicia, where an Aus- 
tro-German army, estimated to num- 
ber 800,000 men, is endeavoring to 
check the Russian advance. This 
combined Austro-German army has 
occupied a line just inside the Rus- 
6.4n Poland frontier, from Cracow 
through Czenstochowa to Kalisc, and 
has had plenty of time to prepare 
strong defensive positions. Both sides 
are bringing up reinforcements. The 
Germans are hurrying theirs from 
Bresiau and Bavaria. All the Bohe- 
mian and Moravian railways are con- 
gested with German troops and war 
material. 

The German plan of an invasion of 
Russia from East Prussia has failed, 
according to Russian official reports, 
which say the Germans got as far as 
the western bank of the Niemen Riv- 
er, but found strong Russian forces 
in the hills on the eastern bank. Be- 
ing in low and marshy ground, the 
Germans, according to the Russian 
viewpoint, were at a disadvantage and 
could not advance. 

A fight is now in progress at 
Miriampol, near the Northeastern 
Prussian frontier, while further south 
in the Suwalki district the Russians 
claim to have turned the Germans 
retreat into a disorderly flight. 

More heavy fighting is taking place 
at’ Angustowo, 140 miles northeast of 
Watsaw in the province of Suwalki, 
where the Germans have received re- 
inforcements and been able to take 
the offensive. At Grajewo, twenty-five 
miles southwest of Augustowo, the 
Russians again have entered German 
territory and at Mlawa they claim © 
over the Germans. 


JAPANESE SPARE | 
CHINA MISSION. 


BUILDINGS NEAR TSING-TAO ARE 
NOW CROWDED WITH 
SOLDIERS.

Ohio and California Growers Join 
Hands for First Time, Frame Sub- 
stitute Measure and Have Good 
Chance to Knock Out the Proposed 
Ruinous Legisiation. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 2.—For the first time in 
the history of the country the Ohio 
and California wine interests today 
joined forces in fighting the 12-cents- 
per-galion tax on dry wines and 20 
cents per gallon on sweet wines in the 
Democratic deficit revenue bill. 
Heretofore the Ohio producers have 
fought the Californians at every op- 
portunity, notably in the last session, 
when they tried to put a tax of $1.10 
per gallon on brandy used in forti- 
fying sweet wines. 

The menace of the pending Dem- 
ocratic tax has caused the hatchet to 
be buried and today Ohio and Cali- 
fornia wine growers, headed: by Theo- 
dore Bell, made common cause at a 
hearing before Senator Johnson of 
Maine, the sub-committeeman of the 
Senate Finance Committee in charge 
of wine schedules. The Ohioans and 
Californians were assisteg@ by delega- 
tions from New Jersey and Missouri, 
all vigorously opposing the tax. 

As a result of the arguments today 
it is possible that Senator Johnson 
will report to the Finance Commit- 
tee that the House tax of 12 and 
20 cents be set aside and a substitute 
tax of 565 cents per gallon be levied 
on brandy used in fortifying sweet 
wines, this tax not to be paid until 
the wine is taken out of bond, and 
that dry wine not be taxed at all ex- 
cept a small tax on containers. If 
Johnson makes such a_ report the 
Finance Committee probably will ac- 
cept it.

PANAMA CANAL 


MAKIN G MONEY. 
TRAFFIC, HOWEVER, CUR- 
TAILED BECAUSE OF THE 
WAR IN EUROPE.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The Pan 
ama Canal is beginning to produce 
revenue, though not yet enough to 
meet the calculations of the financial 
expert because of the interruption of 
traffic by the European war. ring 
August the revenues were $91,664, the 
greater part of which was received 
after August 15, the date the canal 
was officially opened. East-hbound traf- 
fic slightly exceeded the west-bound by 
about $2500 in tolls. 

Though the canal is In operation, a 
great deal of excavation remains to 
be done to bring the channel to its 
proper proportions. In August the 
dredges took out 1,174,695 cubic yards 
and no less than 13,500,000 yards re- 
main to be removed.

TAX ON AUTOS 
IS APPROVED. 


Fifty Cents per Horse Power 
Plan of Democrats. — 


Each Gallon of Gasoline to 
Help Pay Deficit. 


Amounts to be Increased if it 
is Necessary. — 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Reduction 
of the proposed tax on gasoline in 
the war-revenue bill from 2 cents to 
1 cent a gallon and the imposition 
of a tax of 50 cents per horse power 
on automobile sales, were agreed to 
today by Democrats of the Senate 
Finance Committee. They plan to 
complete their revision of the house 
bill by tomorrow night. 

The committee did not reach the 
bank tax in its deliberations today, 
but will have before it tomorrow a 
subcommittee recommendation that 
the proposed tax of $2 a thousand on 
bank capital and surplus be eliminat- 
ed and that there be substituted a 
stamp tax on checks, drafts, certifi- 
cates of deposit and other negotiable 
paper. The on checks, drafts, 
etc., would be 2 cents and on certifi- 
cates of deposit, etc., 2 cents for each 
$100. From this it is estimated the 
revenue would be about $10,000,000 
a year. 

Tt was also agreed to retain the 
proposed increased tax of 50 cents 
a barrel on beer in the House Dill, 
with the understanding, however, that 
a further ingcreage of 25 cents might 
be made should the committee find 
it necessary to raise more revenue 
after it has completed consideration 
of all sections of the bill. 

The proposed tax of 20 cents a gal- 
len on sweet domestic wines and 1!’ 
cents on dry wines, the committce 
agreed to revise, retaining the House 
rate on sweet wines, but reducing the 
dry wine tax to 8 cents. This was 
on recommendation of the Treasury 
Department. 

The committee action with refer- 
ence to gasoline and automobiles oc- 
casioned considerable surprise, as the 
general expectation had been that an 
automobile tax would be substituted 
for the gasoline tax. The 1 cent tax 
on gasoline will bring revenue 
amounting to $10,00@000. The pro- 
posed 60 cents per horse power on 
automobile sales will not affect per- 
sons owning automobiles, but will be 
levied only on sales, There is a pro- 
vision. however, that whenever a 
manufacturer already has contracted 
to sell automobiles at a certain price 
the ttax shall be paid by the jobber 
or dealer. 

The stamp tax, including the in- 
surance taxes, tobacco dealers’ tax and 
other features of the bill, will be 
considered tomorrow.

Supreme Court Makes Important 
Ruling on Divorce Court’s Powers 
Where Plaintiff has Property. _. 
The Supreme Court has made a 
ruling that it is within the discretion

AGAINST SCRIP. 


ALLEGED MISREPRESENTATION 
INVESTIGATED. 


Southern California Retail Grocers’ 
Association Takes up Move against 
Travel Certificates and Places 
Charges in Hands of District Attor- 
ney—Will Make Attack Statewide. 


Following a complaint made to the 
District Attorney that the wording on 
the coupons issued by the American 


Southern California Retail Grocers’ 
Association adopted resolutions hi 
terday condemning the scrip. The 
first fight against it will be carried 
to the State convention of the Cali- 
fornia retail grocers in Del Monte 
next Monday, to make the discourage- 
ment of handling the scrip State-wide. 

Secretary Neal P. Olsen of 
the Southern California association 
brought the condition to the atten- 
tion of the District Attorney's office 
and a complete investigation will be 
made to determine whether or not 
the alleged misrepresentation is 
criminal. The representation which 
the grocers declare is misleading oc- 
curs on the face of the scrip. In one 


tenth” is printed in subdued type. On 
the body of the coupon are the sees 
‘This scrip is good for one mile of 
travel.” When an effort is made to 
collect the transportation the promo- 
ters of the ecrip circulation point out 
that ten of the coupons are necessary 
to secure one mile of transportation. 

Bechuse of this condition of the 
wording it is asserted that the public 
has been greatly confused and led to 
false conclusions. The attack of the 
State grocers will proceed further 
than the mere correction of the cou- 
pon wording. A movement will be 
promoted to secure action at the next 
session of the Legislature, providing 
that such concerns as ‘the scrip com- 
pany must be subject to the same 
oficial scrutiny as banks and other 
institutions dealing in a genera] fi- 
nancial way with the public. 

The Southern California association 
also put itself on record as opposing 
the collection activities of the One 
Phone League, on the ground that 
the agents of the leagué are collect- 
ing verious membership fees. In 
some instances, members of the as- 
sociation testified, offers were made 
to grant membership for 25 cents, 
others 50 cents and still: other a full 
dollar. Such discrimination, the as- 
sociation holds, is irregular and un- 
fair to the public and discourages 
faith in the good intention of the 
league. 

MAKING STREETS SAFE. 

Signs Placed w Create Open Zone 
Wherever cars Take on or Discharge 
Passengers. 

Signa bearing the legend “safety 
first” and marking off safety zones 
were placed on Broadway from Third 
to Seventh street yesterday by Lieut. 
Butler, head of the police traffic 
equad. 

The signs are a disk placed on a 
five-foot standard and are placed six 
feet from the right car track at the 
spot even with the rear entrance of a 
street car stopped to take on or dis- 
charge passengers. 

By a provision of the traffic ordi- 
mnances drivers of motor cars must 
pass to the right of the signs, creating 
a zone through which no vehicles 
may pass. They will be placed in the 
street In the early morning and kept 
out until after the theater crowds 
have left for their homee.

Supervisors See Way Around 
Tax-levy Muddle, 


Board of Lawyers to Confer 
on Question Today. 


New Statute by “Progressive” 
_ Lawmakers to Blame. 


Whether it will be possible for the 
tax levy recently made by the Board 
of Supervisors to be expended by the 


resources of Los Angeles county and 
for beautification and entertainment 
next year may be decided today. The 
committee of attorneys. appointed by 
the 1915 committee Thursday will 
meet this morning at 10 o’clock to 
take up the matter of finding a loop- 
hole in what is admitted to have been 
a serious blunder. 

Whatever the outcome the Super- 
Visors are determined that nothing 
shall prevent the beautification of Los 
Angeles county for 1915 and the prop- 
er entertainment of our eastern 


visitors. The only question is if the 
money raised by the levy is available. 


SECTION OVERLOOKED. 


Judges and lawyers generally agree 
that the section 4056B of the code 
under which the levy was made, is 
broad enough to meet the conditions. 
Four of the Supervisors admit they 
entirely overlooked section 4041 and 
supposed a new law passed by the 
1913 Legislature and supposed thev 
were acting under 4056B, under 
which they had raised large sums of 
money in past years for entertain- 
ment and advertising purposes. They 
frankly admitted that it never oc- 
curred to them that there were two 
sections bearing on the same subject. 
In view of the fact that the “Progres- 
sive” Legislature passed about 2000 
bills regulating everything under the 
sun from toothpaste to abolishing 
poverty, the Supervisors may well 
Plead ignorance of the law. County 
Counsel Hill was not consulted on 
the matter and has never issued an 
opinion concerning the validity or in- 
validity of any demand for money ex- 
pended for the purposes above men- 
tioned. He knew nothing about the 
6-cent exposition levy until the budget 
had been definitely fixed for the com- 
ing year. 

' At the meeting of the Law Commit- 
tee this morning a transcript of the 
Board of Supervisors taken at the time 
of the levy will be carefully @xam- 
ined, together with sections 4056B and 
subsections 33 of section 4041 of the 
Political Code with the view of deter- 
mining, if it is possible, under the levy 
made by the board to expend this 


money. 
A WAY OUT. 


In speaking of the puzzling prob- 
a Chairman Pridham of the board 
said: 


“We merely overlooked the new 

section. We supposed we were acting 
according to law. For years we have 
levied for exposition purposes under 
section 4056B and we never thought 
about another covering the same sub- 
ject. I earnestly believe that section 
4056R is broad enough to meet the 
conditions we have to contend with. 
We have stretched that section before 
and there is no reason why we cannot 
do it again. Why, anyone can raise 
technicalities to any act where it calls 
‘for county expenditures for any pur- 
pose, 
“The transcript taken at the time 
we fixed the tax levy will show the 
common intention of our minds and 
I feel certain the courts will hold that 
the levy is valid. I am heartily in 
favor of the exposition fund.” 

Supervisor Woodley said: 7 

“Before I became a member of the 
board, the 1915 committee work had 
been started, and it was understood 
that 3 cents should be levied this year 
and 2 cents next year, for the purpose 
of beautifying and showing the best 
side of our city and county in 1915. 
Every member of the board favored 
the levy and there was no question 
about the legality of the matter until 
very recently. When the levy was 
made it was approved by every mem- 
ber of the board, and it was under- 
stood that of the 6 cents levied, 3 
cents was to be for the exposition at 
San Francisco and San Diego and 2 
cents for the 1915 work in this city 
and county.” 

“If the courts construe the matter 
in a liberal and broad manner the 
tax levy will be declared legal,” said 
Supervisor W. E. Hinshaw.

Fish Forty-two Inches Long Taken 

from Beautiful Pond in the Heart 

of the City. 

“Old Eb,” a fat German carp with 
a waistband like an alderman, and 
forty-two inches long. made all fish 
stories spun in Westlake Park true 
yesterday when he popped up from 
the depths of the lake like a sub- 
marine boat. He is the biggest and 
boldest and best battling fish of his 
species ever found in local waters.

STREET RAILWAY 
~WINS ON APPEAL. 


SAN PEDRO STREET FRANCHISE 
IS UPHELD IN PART; 
OTHER CASES. 


The Supreme Court has reversed 
the judgment of the Superior Court 
of this county, modifying an opinion 
in the case of the people against the 
Los Angeles Railway Company, 1n- 
volving the use of the track in San 
Pedro street by the defendant corpo- 
ration. The franchise of the com- 
pany In San Pedro street from Fifth 
to Thirteenth street is confirmed. 


The action originally brought was 
for the purpose of having a judicial 
declaration that the company was 
usurping the franchise of maintain- 
ing its tracks along a portion of San 
Pedro street and that the company 
had forfeited its right to operaie its 
road or to.maintain tracks along any 
part of the route. The judgement in 
eed lower court went for the peo- 
ple. 

The essence of the judgment was 
that by its failure to complete the 
construction of a track over the en- 
tire route, within the time prescribed. 
and within a time extension granted, 
the company had forfeited its right 
to maintain tracks upon any portion 


In the case of the Title Insurance 
and Trust Company against the (al- 
ifornia Development Company and 
Boaz Duncan, intervenor. to dismiss 
appeals, the Supreme Court granted 
the prayer and the appeal of the <al- 
ifornia Development Company. 

The judgment of the lower court 
in the action brought by Sarah iI. 
Steele and Gavin M. Steele, to re- 
cover damages on account of injuries, 
received by Mrs. Steele through the 
alleged negligence of the Pacific 
Electric Railway, was reversed. The 
Plaintiff had secured a judgment for 
$2000 in the lower court.

The arrangements were made and 
Mr. Martin. set out with orders to 
spare no expense. After hiring a 
courier—for Mr. Martin knows no 
French—-he met his first rebuff at 
Folkestone, The last boat for Bou- 
logne was about to sail and the or- 
ders were to take no one aboard. 
A bluff about being close to those 
of might in the Foreign Office worked, 
however, though Mr. Martin was in- 
formed that he probably would not 
be allowed to land. 

Nor was he. But Mr. Martin is 
resourceful. Remembering he had-a 
letter from Coil, Roosevelt to Am- 
bassador Page, he brought it out and 
waved it in the face of a captain of 
marines. He was permitted to pro- 
ceed unmolested. 

“We reached the train,’ said Mr. 
Martin. “The conductor told me that 
they had just re-established service to 
Paris and that we should reach the 
capital by 10 p.m. But we crawled 
along, and at Amiens we changed 
our route to the southern track. The 
Germans were coming. It was then 
1:30 o'clock in the morning and the 
Germans reach Amiens that day.” 


TO THE CHATEAU. 


Arriving in Paris with a cane as 
his sole baggage, Mr. Martin applied 
to the police for a pass outside the 
gates. An automobile at a cost of 100 
francs carried Mr. Martin to the 
Chateau de Beauregard. 

“Mrs. Huntington,” said Mr. Martin, 
“read the letter I brought. Her son, 
she said, had written that he hoped 
she would act on any suggestion I 
might make. I told her some news 
I had just got from a war cor- 
respondent and which was not printed 
in London until the following Thurs- 
day. It was that the Germans had 
taken Compiegne and Amiens, and 
that the way to Paris was open. It 
was now about noon on Saturday. 

“*"Why, that is extraordinary!’ ”’ 
she replied. “I cannot believe it! 
Why, the Minister of War and Am- 
bassador Herrick are both personal 
friends of mine, and they would have 
advised me had the danger been seri- 
ous." 

“Tt replied that I was not urging her 
to leave, but was merely describing 
the situation as I had reason to be- 
lieve it really was. She asked me to 
wait until Monday, when she would 
announce her decision, and 1 agreed.” 

Returning to Paris, Mr. Martin 
found the gold being taken cut of 
the banks for shipment to Bordeaux 
and the air filled with grave rumors. 
He wrote a iIctter to Mrs. Huntington 
and sent it by messenger, telling what 
he had seen and heard. Meanwhile, 
Mrs. Huntington had visited Paris and 
talked with Ambassador Herrick. The 
next morning Mr. Martin found an 
automobile waiting at his door’ to 
carry him to Versailles. 

“I found a man,” he said, “busy 
taking down some of Mrs. Hunting- 
ton’s valuable paintings. Mrs. Hunt- 
ington said she couldn't possibly get 
away until Thursday. I told her that 
if she would pack what trunks she 
could, I would take them with me, as 
I did not believe that she would be 
able to take them out as late as 
Thursday. The next day it was an- 
nounced that the train to Havre 
would not be running after Thurs- 
day.” 

The trunks—thirty-five of them— 
were packed and transported from 
the Chateau de Beauregard to the 
Gare St. Lazare by two of the four 
motor-busses that had not been com- 
|mandeered by the army, at a cost of 
500 francs. 

With the trunks safely on their 
way and Mrs. Huntington provided 
for, Mr. Martin decided to wait in 


| Paris a few days, but changed his 


mind when a German aeroplane 
dropped a bomb in front of Cook's 
office. near where he. was sitting at 
a cafe table. A boat that Sir Maurice 
de Bunsen, the' British Ambassador 
to France, had chartered for the use 
of himself and party, carried Mr. 
Martin back to England through his 
simple expedient of walking on board 
with the party and immediately be- 
taking himeelf to an out of the way 
corner. 


RULES ON PROCEDURE, 


Mix-up Over Transcript Costs Calls 

Forth Supreme Court Decision of 

Interest to Attorneys. 

In the case of C. Harpold against 
Thomas A. and J. H. Slocum, on ap- 


lis, the Supreme Court has laid down 
rules as to appeals that will be of 
general interest to attorneys practic- 
ing in the court of last resort. 

In this case the defendants, the 
Slocums, filed a notice of appeal un- 
der the code-of civil procedure, that 
required them to put up a bond to the 
clerk of the Superior Court to indem- 
nify him for the cost of the tran- 
script. They failed to file the bond 
and the clerk refused to have the 
transcript prepared. 

The defendants then filed a motion 
for a new trial and made a statement 
of the case, oh which they based their 
motion. This motion was denied and 
they appealed from the order denying 
the motion for a new trial, again re- 
questing a transcript from the clerk 
and failing to put up the bond. The 
clerk- again refused to prepare the 
transcript. Then they had Trial Judge 
‘Willis certify to a statement of the 
case, on which they based the mo- 
tion for a new trial. 

They took the judgment roll and 
this statement and had them type- 
written, filing the document in the 
District Court of Appeal as a tran- 
script under what is known as Section 
953a. The motion to dismiss was de- 
nied by the Court of Appeal because 
the transcript falled to comply with 
the law. 

Then a petition was filed in the 8Su- 
preme Court for a hearing and this 
was granted, holding that where a Dill 
of exceptions is settled and allowed 
by the Superior Court, the appellant 
eannot elect to proceed under the 
code of civil procedure. He must 
have the transcript 
that the transcript did not conform to 
the section of the code, and on that 
ground the appeal should be dis- 
missed. 

The Supreme Court holds that jus- 
tice would be subserved by refusing 
to dismiss the appeal, but orders that 
the appellant may print the transcript 
within forty days.

PLANS LAID FOR SOCIETY TO 
SYSTEMATICALLY CHECK 
TIME’S RAVAGES. 


Inspired by the plan of Prof. 
Harry Peterson of Stanford Univer- 
sity, designed to afford some imme- 
diate means of preserving the ruins 
of the missions of California, which 
are threatening to fall into rapid de- 
cay, John 8S. McGroarty, Charles F. 
Lummis, Arthur E. Benton and ex- 
Senator Del Valle yesterday held an 
informal meeting to discuss the for- 


Society of California. 

This plan originated with Prof. 
Peterson on his recent visit to South- 
ern California, where the fast de- 
terioration of the missions at San 
Fetnando and San Juan Capistrano 
impressed him as appealing for in- 
stant attention if they are to be 
saved from utter loss. The object of 
the. Mission Preservation Society is 
entirely one of preservation, and no 
attempts at restoration will be made. 
The headquarters of the society will 
be the head chapter at Stanford Uni- 
versity, which chapter will be known 
as the grand cloister. Twenty-one de- 
pendent cloisters. are to be formed, 
one in each mission town in the State. 
A State-wide convention is to be held 
each year. 

Preparations have been made to 
hold the formation ceremonies of the 
new organization at San Juan Capis- 
trano November 24, the two hundred 
first anniversary of the birth of Padre 
Junipero Serra, Franciscan founder 
of the missions of California. A bar- 
becue will follow the more solemn 
ceremonies, presided over by Rev. Al- 
fred Quetu and Rev. St. John O’Sul- 
livan, pastors of the mission. Histori- 
ans, literary men, churchmen, all 
lovers of California’s past glory, of 
every creed and walk of life, are be- 
ing invited .to attend this coming im- 
pressive celebration.

“The four members of the board as 
well as myself are in hearty sym- 
pathy with the purpose of the 1915 
committee,” said County Counsel Hill, 
“and you may rest assured that the 
matter will be fought to the end.

AN’S DEATH. 


That two revolvers figured in the 
fatal shooting of Miss Fanny Curland, 
23-year-old vaudevill» actress who 
lived at No. 1522 West Seventeenth 
street, at Riverside on Tuesday night, 
was learned by detectives yesterday. 

Principals in the case stoutly main- 
tain that Miss Curland took her life 
and explain that one revolver was not 
loaded. Mrs. Jeanette Huffman, also 
known as Frankie Lang, before being 
taken to Riverside yesterday, contra- 
dicted her signed statement of the day 
before and now says she was in this 
city at the time of the shooting. 

Her story tallies with that of George 
Garfield, who after having charged 
Mrs. Huffman with the murder of 
Miss Curlan, related an entirely new 
story, in which he said Mrs. Huffman 
had been taken to the Riverside farm 
cottage following the shooting. 

Garfield, who is held in the River- 
side jail with Ray Ellis, pending the 
Coroner's inquest, is a distant relative 
of the martyred President, his attor- 
ney, Ralph Woods Pontius, asserted 
yesterday. Garfield's father, a resi- 
dent of New York, now deccased, was 


first cousin of President Garfield, it is} 


asserted. 

Mr. Pontius is also attorney for Mrs. 
Huffman. He expects that the fact 
that his clients did not immediately 
advise the authorities of the shooting 
will be against them. As a result, 
the Coroner’s jury will hold all three 
persons involved, he expects. In the. 
case of Garfield, the attorney will ask 
that he be sent to a sanatorium for 
treatment for a mental derangement 
caused by a fall on Main street ten 
years ago. 

Mrs. Huffman, in withdrawing her 
former story, said she had Hed 
through direction of Garfield, over 
whom the police say she and the dead 
woman quarreled. She said the 'story 
that she was present during the al- 
leged suicide was a “frame-up.”

ADDING TO APPROPRIATION 
FOR EXTENSIONS. 


Nearly $100,000 has been set aside 
under the first allowances of the 1914- 
15 budget of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company for ex- 
penditures in Southern California 
cistrict, according to an announce- 
ment made yesterday by Division Su- 
perintendent Mason. 

This expenditure is made in addi- 
tion to $2,000,000 authorized last year 
and now being’ spent for the con- 
struction of the new “Sunset” Cen- 
tral Station on Hill street and the 
equipment required for that ®build- 
ing, together with other extensions 
and improvements in this part of the 
State. 

The ttemsa for immediate ex- 
penditure cover a large part of the 
territory of Southern California, and 
Will benefit every district. Additional 
expenditures, it is stated, will be au- 
thorized before the end of the year, 
in spite of the financial stringency 
due to the European war. 

“The rebuilding of our toll line 
through Santa Ana Canyon neces- 
sitated road changes and increased 
services will amount to $10,820,” said 
Mr. Masun. “On the Los Angeles and 
San Francisco line, $35,900 will be 
spent in replacing the temporary toll 
pole line construction put in after 
last winter’s severe storms with per- 
manent repairs. 

“Thirty-two thirty-five-foot poles 
and two miles of iron wire will. be 
placed on Colorado boulevard weet 
of Central avenue in Eagle Rock.

Russia Than Elsewhere. 


French Organization Enjoys 
Much More Liberty. 


Society Is Well Developed 
Throughout Japan. 


The women of many po ge wear- 
ing the Red Cross are OHowing the 


armies on to the battlefields, says Ar- 
nold Dosch in the World’s Work. The 
work of the Red Cross is more rapid 
and effective than ever ‘before. Hos- 


wagons and the wounded have often 
been moved to field hospitals before 
the first numbness of injury has given 
way to pain, This is modern warfare, 
as unbelievably humanitarian ag it is 
barbarous. 

Every European nation in the war 
has an efficient Red Cross of its 
own. In every one the Red Cross has 
a somewhat different standing. In 
Russia it stands higher than anywhere 
else. It is given great freedom and 
deserves it. At the same time it is 
more of a state affair tnan anywhere 
in Europe. It is supported by special 
taxes and is given unusual privileges 
at all times. The nurses of the Red 
Cross form a sisterhood They are, 
in a measure, consecrated to the 
cause. The Russians have come to a! 
better understanding of the useful- 
ness of women nurses on the battle- 
field than have the peopie of an) 
other nation. 

At the outbreak ®f the Spanish 
War the Russian Red Cross, which 
was at the time almost the only ef- 
fectively organized Red Cross in the 
world,@offered its services to both 
the United States and Spain. The 
United States declined, but Spain ac- 
cepted. The United States might have 
done better to accept. Lack of a mod- 
ern Red Cross was responsible for 
much suffering and loss of life in 
Cuba and Porto Rico. Tampa and 
Chickamauga might have had other 
stories to tell if the Russian Red 
Cross had been there to help. Now, 
of course, such conditions would be 
impossible. Our own Red Cross has 
learned how to handle the situation. 

The Russians divide the field work 
of the Red Cross into five divisions: 
Handling supply depots; taking the 
injured back from the firing line. 
which means an emergency transpor- 
tation system; assistance to the regu- 
lar surgeons; direct relief on the bat- 
tlefield, and caring for the feeding 
Stations in the rear of the army. In 
war time the Russian Red Cross does 
more than the Red Cross of any other 
nation. Russia began developing the 
i. d Cross in the Crimean War. When 
the Russian-Japanese War came on, 
the “white trains’’ given by wealthy 


Altogether, .the Red Cross: took to 
the front 2000 carloads of material 
and food. The nurses were as efficient 
at the front as the organization was 
in forwarding supplies. At the fall of 
Port Arthur all strav ends of that 
ugly business were left to them. The 
Red Cross really did the evacuating. 
When Mukden was evacuated there 
were many hundreds of woinded 
whom it was impossible to‘. move 
Surgeons and nurses remained behind 
with therm and were given everv cour- 
tesv by the conquering Japanese.

HARBOR BOARD SHIES AT ART 
| COMMISSION DEMANDS. 


In Disgust it Throws up Proposal 
to Expend its Own Funds Recon- 
_ @tructing San Pedro City Hall 
Dome and Council Must Now Make 
Necessary Repairs. 


Another pull of at least $1500 must 
be made on the low-running city funds 
to meet the expenses of necessary re- 
Pairs on the dome of the branch City 
Hall at San Pedro. These repairs are 
imperative and must be made before 
the rainy season arrives, or valuable 
Maps and documents will be injured 
or destroyed. 

The Harbor Commission had its 
@yes on this dome as a means avail- 
able, with a judicious outlay of money, 
for more room for the harbor engi- 
Reering and offices for the 
Port warden and pilots. So ad- 
Vantageous did the project appear 
that the commission proposed to 
undertake the remodeling of the 
Gome at its own expense—that is, out 
of harbor revenue funds—and thus re- 
Meve the city treasury from a direct 
outiay. In addition to the proposed 
outiay of $1500 or thereabouts, 
which the Budget Committee of the 
Council had considered, the Harbor 
Commission proposed to make altera- 
tions and betterments that would have 

Cost about $4000. 
But it is all off. The exactions of 
the Municipal Art Commission have 
become a weariness to the flesh of the 

r Commission, and it has with- 
‘drawn its application for the recon- 
struction privilege. Instead 
pending its own money for this work, 
ft has notified the Board of Public 
Works that it will not undertake the 
task, but that it will insist upon the 
tmmediate repairs of the dome, so 
that the winter rains can be kept out. 

Members of the Harbor Commission 
allege that the exactions of the 
Municipal Art Commission were car- 
ried to an extreme, and that there was 
even a demand for a photograph of 
how the dome would appear after the 
reconstruction was made. 

-There has been more or leas fric- 
tion between the Art Commission and 


‘submit plans to that body, and it its 
an open secret that the transit sheds 
at the municipal wharves have been 
constructed without the approval of 
the Art Commission on the designs. 
Other structures are planned for the 
harbor on which the Art Commission 
‘has not passed. Under the present 
strained relations, it is not probable 
that the latter board will be even 
asked to pase upon them. 


PUBLIC MARKETS. 
REPORT ON THEIR RECEIPTS. 


The Superintendent of Public 
Marketa yesterday sent to the City 
Counctl a report of the operations of 
the free markets for the 
fret quarter ef the present fiscal year. 

This shows a crdit balance of 
$106.48. The rentals of space at the 
markets brought in $1423.75. The 
salaries and wages, including the 
salarv of the superintendent, 
amounted to $1096.30. Rent of mar- 
ket sites entalled an expense of $64.50, 
and office and other expenses 
amounted to $1623.37, making a total 
expense of $1323.27. 

Outlays have been made to the ex- 
tent of $740.21. These include the 
completion of sheds over three of the 
markets at a cost of $709.44, and the 
purchase of $30.77 worth of additional 
equipment. 

During the three months there was 
an attendance at the markets of 5714, 
of which 3143 were producers. 

Counctiman Willams pointed out to 
the Council yesterday that the most 
favorable portion of the year for the 
public markets has passed—the period 
within which there is a special de- 
mand for handling of fruits and 
vegetables—and that it was to be ex- 
pected that the remainder of the year 
would show a dropping off of business, 
with the probabilities that the mar- 
kets would be run at a loss. 


Would Void Incline Franchise. 
The Public Utilities Committee of 
the City Council yesterday recom- 


repealing an ordinance granting to 
J. W. Bddy a franchise to operate 
an elevator or incline railroad to the 
summit of the highest hill in Grir- 
fith Park. 

This is to be done, under advice of 
the City Attorney, to clear the way 
for the granting of a concession to 
Col. Louis Ginger for the constric- 
tien and operation of an incline rail- 
road from the base Mt.

ARREST IS ANTI-CLIMAX TO 
SENSATIONAL CASE. 


Man Whose Wife Declared He Ate | 
Grass and Said He was Heir to 
Millions Held on Charge of Utter- 
ing Fictitious Check—Wondrous 
Tales Reiterated. 


When Judge Shenk adfourned 
court yesterday afternoon and the 
witnesses in the quiet-title suit of 
Mrs. Jennie A. Levy were departing. 
David Levy. the defendant, was ar- 
rested by a geputy constable. The 
arrest came as an anti-climax in a 
trial filled with sensations. 

Mr. Levy was arraigned before 
Justice Summerfield on a charge pre- 
ferred by Joseph E. Wetenbach of 
having uttered a fictitious check. Ball 
waa fixed at $1000, in default of 
which he was locked in the County 
Jail. 

Mrs. Levy reiterated yesterday the 
wondrous tales she had told before 
of the prowess of her husband, as 
modestly acknowledged by himeelf 
when he was wooing her.

LL over Southern California, in cities 
A and country alike, summer vacations 

have come to an end, and the youth, 
great and small, are back from paddling in 
the waves along the ocean beaches and 
climbing mountain heights, and are all or- 
ganized at their desks, in classes, busy with 
their studies. In a country with a moderate 
boom on as there is all through this, popu- 
lation growing rapidly as might be expected, 
schools everywhere are crowded, and the 
school boards are almost at their wits’ end 
to provide new accommodations for the 
growing attendance. At Ontario, with a 
corps of forty-one teachers, on the first day 
of school there were enrolled a thousand 
pupfls. At San Bernardino the enrollment 
in the High School was fully 20 per cen 
over that of a year ago. The beginning of 
work ig reported on the construction of a 
Polytechnic High School at that point to 
cost $250,000. At Newport Beach a fine 
grammar school recently completed at a 
cost of $30,000 has an enrollment of 120 
pupils. ‘At Colton the enrollment numbered 
761, an immense increase over a year ago. 
These are public schools. At Pomona Col- 
lege on the opening day 133 new students 
matriculated. The expected attendance for 
the year is put at 500. :

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Great Harvest Day. . 
LL throughout Southern California 
harvests of various kinds are in full 
swing. The gathering of crops is a peren- 
nial thing in this wonderfully-favored land, 
but yet more crops are gathered in the fall 
than in any other part of the year. The 
walnut crop of the country is rather smaller 
than last year, but the quality is excellent. 
The total yield is about 18,000,000 pounds, 
or about 800 carloads, and the expectation 
is that the revenue will be about $3,000,000. 
The prices are to be high on account of the 
war in Europe which cuts off supplies from 
that part of the world. The standard grade 
is set at 16% cents, with jumbos running as 
high as 19 cents, and some budded varieties 
a cent higher. The home-grown walnuts 
supply about half the market demand. Italy 
produces 5,000,000 pounds, China 3,000,000, 
South America 1,500,000, and these are the 
only sources available this year for the 
world, The French crop amounts to 25,000,- 
000 pounds, and the other countries in Eu- 
rope not named about 4,000,000. Thus the 
total foreign production is about 35,000,000 
pounds, and the normal consumption of the 
United States is 52,350,000 pounds. Ordi- 
narily the supply is scarcely enough for the 
demand, and with the great European crop 
cut off entirely of course the nuts are going 
to be scarce. About the same condition 
prevails in the almond supply; the only 
_ serious competition the State of California 


almond trees have been planted to take the 
place of the raisin-grape vines, a trade which 
was destroyed by the enormous yield in 
California. In Antelope Valley about 300 
acres are planted to almonds, and the crop 
is estimated at 125 tons, expected to bring 
in a revenue of $50,000. Third, we have the 
olive crop, which is about 80 per cent. of 
normal and of about 1500 tons. It is estti- 
mated to be worth $2,000,000. Here again 
the world will be largely dependent upon 
California for a supply of this fruit, as most 
of it comes from Europe and it cut off by 
the war. The lima bean crop of Southern 
California ig the largest of this product in 
the world. The crop being harvested will 
amount to 1,300,000 sacks of 100 pounds 
each, and will be worth $5,000,000. These 
grow on about 125,000 acres of land. The 
canned fruit product of the State will be 
worth $3,000,000.

A New Source of Revenue. 

BOUT nine miles from the center of the 

city of Riverside and seven miles from 
the world-famous Smiley Heights in Red- 
lands an organization has secured a tract of 
240 acres of land on which it is purposed 
to grow avocados. This. is a tropical fruit 
known usually as the alligator pear, much 
in evidence in Mexico and Central America. 
S AN BERNARDINO county, with its im- 

mense mountain ranges and snow peaks, 
with beautiful fertile valleys lying between, 
is now the most notable fruit-growing re- 
gion of the world, and will become more so 
year by year. The County Horticultural 
Commission has issued the following state- 
ment as regards the fruit production of the 
county : 

“There is a total of 45,761 acres in the 
county devoted to citrus fruit culture. Of 
this amount 40,462 is In oranges and but 
7574 acres are non-bearing. The Redlands 
district is first in the orange industry with 
a total of 8980 acres in trees. Rialto is sec- 
ond with 8795 acres, and Ontario third with 
4901 acres. With a total of 1708 acres the 
Upland district leads the county in lemon 
acreage and Rialto is second with about 
1200 acres. 

“In the county the acreage planted in both 
bearing and non-bearing fruits and other 
products is as follows: Peaches, 7513 acres: 
apricots, 2117 acres; grapes, 17,121 acres; 
olives, 1330; apples, 11,155; prunes, 126; 
pears, 534; walnuts, 795; cherries, 66; 
plums, 20; alfalfa, 10,001 acres. Of the apple 
acreage the desert has 5900 acres. 

“As to production for the year the report 
shows the following totals for the various 
industries: Oranges, 14,826 carloads: lem- 
ons, 497 cars; grapefruit, 66 cars; peaches, 
16,576 tons; apricots, 4789 tons; grapes, 
40,982 tons; olives, 493 tons; apples, 193,550 
tons; pears, 18 tons; walnuts, tons; 
plums, 45 tons; cherries, 6 tons: tomatoes, 
3000 tons; alfalfa, 70,007 tons. 

“Arranged as to districts the county cit- 
rus output was as follows: Ontario, 1003 
cars; Crafton, 346 cars; Redlands, 4248 
cars; Bryn Mawr, 875 cars; Highland, 2190; 
Rialto, 2022; Etiwanda, 130; Cucamonga, 
742; Upland, 2560; Colton, 710.”

LOS ANGELES real estate operator, 

much experienced in business of all 
kinds, having. once been a banker, is home 
from a summer visit to the East.

Multiply the 10,000 by about a 
hundred, and the value to the State by the 
same figure, and the figures will become im- 
pressive.

We can hardly produce 
too much of field crops or fruit crops in 
California to supply the world, and this is 
particularly true of the present time and 
will be more so in a year from now if the 
terrible war continues to devastate all Cen- 
tral Europe, a condition more than likely to 
become a fact.

The engines of the ser- 
pent’s work, war, are more destructive than 
ever known before, and the human beings 
that will fall in the conflict from beginning 
to end promise to outnumber the victims of 
war in any hundred years in the history of 
the human race on earth. What will be the 
end of the titanic struggle now involving 
twenty million men in nearly all the great 
nations of the old continent? 

The Eagle is, as all good Americans 
should be, profoundly sorry for the terrible 
conflict oppressing the human race in Eu- 
rope, and like all good Americans is abso- 
lutely neutral in his expressions as to the 
causes, possibilities and results of the gigan- 
tic struggle.

He may defy 
defeat for a time, but the allies are deter- 
mined to crush Germany and Austria, and 
will continue the struggle while there is a 
man to stand and shoot a gun, with a charge 
of powder and ball to load it, a loaf to feed 
him, or a piece of money to pay him. Of 
course the Eagle recognizes the patent fact 
that a great and decisive victory might at 
any time turn the scale one way or the 
other, but this article is not dealing with 
possibilities but probabilities. 

Looking at the probabilities, what will be 
the fate of the Teutonic nations if they are 
finally overcome? in the first place, the 
work of Bismarck’s life will have gone for 
naught. It is not improbable that at the 
right time Italy will enter the conflict on 
the side of the allies and claim her share 
of the spoils of war. 

The Eagle may be wrong, but as he sees 
the matter at this time it looks as if in case 
of the final defeat of the Teutons the de- 
mand of the victorious allies will be some- 
thing like the following: France will de- 
mand a recession of Alsace-Lorraine, an 
achievement she has never lost sight of in 
forty years since Germany compelled her 
to give up those parts of her possessions. 
‘On the south Italy will demand that Austria 
withdraw her feet, her government and her 
influence from all parts of the Italian penin- 
sula, and there will be no more tears shed 
over “Italia irridente.” All Italy will be 
redeemed from the Austrian yoke. It looks 
again as if to the eastward “the bloodiest 
chapter in the book of time” might be 
blotted out, and Poland erected into an in- 
dependent kingdom again under Russian 
domination. To the north it is possible 
that Germany, if sufficiently crushed, would 
be compelled to give up Schleswig-Holstein 


further development of her industries. With 
Prussia a mere kingdom, with Saxony and 
Bavaria made entirely independent, and 


with the separation of Hungary, populated 


by a semi-Slav race, from Teutonic Austria, 
that dominion would cease to be an empire 
and become a mere kingdom of rather negli- 
gible importance. 

What would England get out of the 
struggle? She would get riddance of her 


greatest rival in industry and commerce that | 


is threatening the prosperity of the United 
Kingdom. It is hardly probable but not en- 
tirely impossible that the British govern- 
ment might demand as an indemnity for the 
war for which the allies are determined to 
put the blame on the Teutonic nations, the 
giving over to Great Britain of the war fleet 
of Germany and the commercial fleet of the 
German people. Then Bismarck’s work 
would be finally and forever undone, and 
like the fabric of a dream “leave not a 
wrack behind.” 

The Eagle claims no gift of omniscience 
and no talent of infallibility and recognizes 
that he may be wrong in all these guesses. 
But as he sits on his granite tower and 
hears the news of the war filtering in to th: 
editors’ rooms below and dreams of all he 
hears, this is what appears to him as a 
somewhat possible outcome of the struggle. 
This explains why Great Britain is making 
such ‘an effort in preparing for a possible 
three-years’ war, and why the Germans are 
resisting and will resist with all the force 
of their virile manhood. 

And as these possibilities impress them- 
selves on the Eagle’s mind he can not help 
in sorrow of heart crying out, “Oh the pity 
and the shame of it!”

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Making Ammunition for the Navy. 
Close by the west bank of the Hudson 


| River in the lower passage to the Highlands, 


and lying between Stony Point and West 
Point in a region made famous by the Revo- 
lutionary War, is Iona Island, the ammuni- 
tion base of the United States Navy. 
scribing this spot and the work that is car- 
ried on there, the October Popular Mechan- 
ics Magazine says: 

“At this little-known place, a reservation 
of slightly more than a hundred acres, sev- 
eral hundred men are employed in the prep- 
aration of ammunition for the guns of our 
warships. Back of the hills which seclude 
most of the island from general view are 
magazines and storehouses holding approxi- 


der, 1,000,000 pounds of black powder, and 
tens of thousands of shells. 

“Skirting the island, joining its laborato- 
ries and storage places, and connecting 
with the landing pier is a small railroad, the 
locomotive of which is operated by com- 
pressed air. This is used in the transpor- 
tation of the deadly cargoes from one build- 
ing. to another and in carrying ammunition 
to the dock where it is received for the 
warships. The precaution of having a loco- 
motive which will not throw off sparks, ra- 
diate heat nor require connection with high- 
voltage electric wires is necessary to aver’ 
the danger of an explosion. 


“Four separate fireproof walls surround 
each of the magazines, which are divided 
into compartments in order to safeguard 
against the complete destruction of the 
works in the event of a fire or small explo- 
sion. 
ridge stores and powder buildings is made 
at frequent intervals during both day and 
night. After sundown every visit at one of 
these places is recorded at the administra- 
tion building by electric instruments. Close 
attention is paid to the temperatures wher- 
ever explosives are kept, the heat being reg- 
ulated to remain between 85 and 90 degrees. 
at all times. The interior walls and floors 
of the magazines are so made that not a 
single piece of iron or steel is exposed. 
Upon entering one ef the structures inspec- 
tors and workmen wear a special kind of 


clothing and soft shoes without nails, carry- 


ing absolutely nothing composed of iron nor 
anything which in any possible manner 
might produce a spark. 

“Similar precautions are taken in the fill- 
ing-rooms, where the charges are placed in 
the shells. Here everyone is dressed in 
white serge, and the tools, such as measur- 
ing cups, scales, and funnels, are made of 
copper, which does not give off sparks even 
when struck by stone. The supply of pow- 
der to be used during the day is brought to 
the filling-rooms each morning, where it is 
emptied into a long wooden trough. Over 
half of the smokeless powder used here is 
manufactured at the navy proving ground 
at Indian Head, Md., while the rest is sup- 


plied by private firms at the rate of 70 cents 
a pound.”

UST north of the California State Hos- 
J pital at Highland and directly at the 
base of the mountains is the smal] In- 
dian reservation of San Manuel. Here live 
between fifty and sixty Indians, mostly 
women. Only eight or nine of the number 


low foothills and there is only a small space 
of tillable land. A spring on the mountain- 
side furnishes water. A few of the houses 
_ are of adobe, while the others are but 
shacks built of wood or old sheet iron. 


The oldest Indian on the reservation, 
Jose by name, was born on Catalina Island. 
When a boy he was taken a prisoner by a 
warring tribe, but a priest rescued him and 
took him to the San Diego Mission. There 
in the old records is the date of his bap- 
tism. He is now about 121 years old. 
From his eyes the light of day has faded, 
and all is darkness. No more can he look 
across the valley, but in his mind’s eye he 
again sees a view he saw many, many years 
ago-—-the San Bernardino Valley all covered 
with a white mantle of snow. “Many In- 
dians perished from the cold,” he says, 

Then there is Ramona, whose hair is 

white and who lives alone. Her husband 
passed away to the spirit world at the 
age of 104 years. How old the lonely old 
woman is no one knows. She lives in a 
tiny house, and for a bed she has a few 
boards placed together. It has no mattress 
or springs, and only a few old comforts for 
covering. Summer and winter she goes 
without shoes. She cooks over some rocks 
on the ground in the cabin. There is no 
chimney nor vent for the smoke except the 
cracks in the walls.

an aged grandmother lives. She worked 
very hard in the years gone by to have her 
children educated. Now she is old and no 
‘longer has strength to earn money by wash- 
ig, and the baskets she weaves are not 
perfect in shape, for her eyesight is failing. 

A number of years ago ner eldest son 
married and brought his bride to his moth- 
er’s home to live. When a grandson was 
born there was rejoicing, but soon there 
was sorrow and wailing, for the mother 
died and the baby was left motherless. 
Several years passed and then there was 
brought to this home another woman to 
take the place of the first wife. A girl and 
a boy were born of this union, but again 
the White Plague stretched forth its hand 
and laid its fingers on the young mother 
and drew her with but small resistance— 
for the Indian cannot well resist this dis- 
ease—to a grave in the burial ground. A 
sister, who lives in this home, has patiently 
taken up the added burden of the family, 
and by her efforts helps to feed and clothe 
them all. This sister has never married, 
but devotes her life to her brother's chil- 
dren and her aged mother. To see her 
would not be to associate such-sacrifice and 
devotion with so many solid pounds of flesh 
covered with such dark skin and gay-colored 
clothing. 


Just below this home on the sunny side 
of the hill is the burial ground. Here rest 
the Indians who have passed on to the be- 
yond. Trees and flowers have been planted 
and wooden crosses mark most of the 
graves. Below, a stream of water murmurs 
sweet music to the sleepers who hear not 
nor can they see the beautiful valley that 
lies at their feet and stretches as far as the

The San Manuel Indian women have not 
taken up the making of lace as so many of 
the Indian women of Southern California 
have done, but still weave baskets. Nearly 
every tribe of Indians who make basketg 
have a distinct weave of their own, or, if 
not a distinct weave, a peculiar design or 
coloring is theirs. 

In the years gone by the Mission Indian 
saw the brown valleys, the sands of the 
washes, and the deep black shadows in the 
mountains. Into his baskets are woven 
these colors only. The browns are shaded 
as delicately as-an artist could paint, using 
his brush. The willow and grasses for the 
basket weaving are gathered on the hills 
and in the washes. The varied shades of 
brown are made by winding the willow 
Strands on sticks and placing them in the 
sunshine. From the mountain greasewood 
the Indians make the black dye which they 
use,

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THE SPOT—THE SCENE. 
EVENTY-FIVE miles north of San 
Francisco, among the towering red- 
woods on the bank of the historic 

Russian River, is an ideal camp—in fact, 
the word “camp” is scarcely adequate to 
convey a true idea of the sylvan paradise 
where it is possible to live an idyllic life, 
combining the joys of the Great Out-of- 
Doors with all the comforts of home. 

As you leave the road that skirts the 
river beyond Guerneville, the little moun- 
tain village which supplies the neighboring 
camps with provisions, and follow the trail 
that leads into “Camp Eagle’s Nest,” you 
suddenly pause on the threshold of what 
seems to be a scene translated from the 
Arabian Nights. Grouped in picturesque 
settings, and glowing like jewels among the 
great redwoods, through whose interlacing 
branches long shafts of afternoon sunlight 
filter like liquid gold, are multi-colored 
tents, rich with the tints of the Orient. 
Conspicuous among these is an Indian tepee 
of rich brown canvas resembling burnished 
leather, stained by the smoke of many 
camp fires, while a little beyond, silhouetted 
between twin giants of the forest, stands a 
circular Jerusalem tent made of heavy 
linen, the interior striped with every color 
of the rainbow. This unique souvenir of 
the Holy Land has been pitched on the 
sands of Egypt and Arabia, and was the gift 
of an appreciative guest. : 

At the farther end of the clearing is the 
dining pavilion or platform, supporting the 
large round table with its green oilcloth 
covering and centerpiece of freshly-gath- 
ered ferns, over all being spread a red-and- 
white striped. canopy, its vivid coloring re- 
flected in the bright red chairs. Close by, 
merging into the trees, of which it seems 


a veritable part, is the rustic kitchen made 


of redwood bark and generously supplied 
with the varied equipment necessary to 
produce such delicacies as Boston baked 
beans, steaming brown bread and juicy 
huckleberry pie. All these good things are 
dependent for their incomparable flavor 


upon the presiding genius, “Charlie,” the 
German cook, who is easily persuaded to 
come up to the woods every summer to min- 
ister to the appetites of his genial employ- 
ers and their ravenous guests. There is a 
“sure-enough” ice chest, an improvised cel- 
lar and storeroom in the form of a huge 
hollow tree-trunk entered by a door, and an 
open-air stone grill, upon which this cull- 
nary wizard prepares chicken and steak fit 
for the gods. Quantities of pure mountain 
water, crystalline in its clearness, piped 
from a spring about a mile distant, issues 
\from hydrants embedded in the mossy bark 
of trees, contributing greatly to domestic 
facilities of such amazing completeness as 
to be at once the hope and despair of all 
neighboring campers. 

Swinging seats and hammocks, rustic ta- 
bles and chairs shaded by gorgeous oOrien- 
tal umbrellas brought all the way from dis- 
tant Japan, rows of gay Chinese lanterns 
gleaming through the evergreen branches, 
all serve to enhance and adorn this 
sylvan fairyland, while over all, seem- 
ing to guard the camp like a protecting 
sentinel, looms the tallest tree of the forest, 
a mammoth redwood, whose dizzy height of 
250 feet is crowned by an eagle’s nest. from 
which the camp derives its name. : 

Perhaps no other one thing so impresses 
the beholder as the immaculate '§ ap- 
pearance of the camp, with its soft, fra- 
grant carpet of redwood sawdust, its artistic 
clusters of exquisite ferns transplanted from 
the virgin forest, and the semi-circle of com- 
fortable chairs around the huge camp fire, 
which is lighted every evening at sundown, 
sending showers of glowing sparks far up 
through the spreading branches into the 
starlit sky. This wonderful order and neat- 
ness are accounted for by the fact that 
there is an unalterable rule in camp, 
namely, that not so much as a scrap of pa 
per shall be thrown upon the ground, but 
every bit of refuse accumulated during the 
day must be wrapped in paper and sacri- 
ficed to the consuming flames the last thing 
at night.

ber of egg and meat poultrymen that exhibit 
and help sustain the average poultry show 
are indeed a negligible quantity. These 
facts are just at this time pertinent because 
we are to have an _ international poultry 
show in San Francisco at the exposition, 
and it is none too soon to think about it 
seriously. At this function Pacific Coast 
breeders will be numerically strong, 
whether they will be equally so in the 
matter of quality of stock remains to be de- 
termined when the judges get through with 
their respective alleys. We confess to but 
small sympathy for the egg-laying contests 
that are being featured by the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition just at this time; func- 
tions of this nature belong to the realm of 
the experiment stations and have to do with 
systems and methods of poultry culture 
rather than exhibitions. People will be but 
little interested in viewing a pen of fowl! en- 
tered as a contestant—which is, after all, 
an ordinary sight and a cemmon occur- 
rance that can be seen almost any time 
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suredly be interested in seeing properly 
staged the very best specimens not only of 
our own @ountry, but from Europe, Asia, 
Australia and South America. Such an en- 
semble will be a show worth going miles to 
see. In so far as machinery and poultry 
appliances are concerned, they have their 
place; but for heaven’s sake, let us make an 
international show and not an egg-laying 
contest of the Panama-Pacific Poultry Show. 
And this reminds us, what are the breed- 
ers of the Southwest doing in the way of 
growing and grooming stock that shall be 
capable of meeting competition from the 
four quarters ef the globe? An industry 
that according to the thirteenth census pro- 
duced in 1909 of poultry, inclusive of chick- 
ens, guinea fowls, turkeys, geese, ducks, pig- 
eons and peafowls, amounted to $488,468,- 
354: the value of fowls raised during the 
year reaching $202,506,272; an increase of 
47.9 per cent. over the total value for ten 
years earlier, ought to be able to make 
“some show” in 1915, in which the Califor- 
nia-bred bird should be strongly in evidence.

The Valuable Light Brahma. 


For the past decade the Light Brahma 
fowl has not been so strongly in evidence 
in the showroom in either Europe or Amer- 
ica as it was twenty years ago. The writer 
can well remember how in the eighties and 
early nineties it was among the most popu- 
lar of breeds in California. Being the 
largest breed of our domesticated fowl, and 
also one of the heaviest feathered, its 
adaptability to our somewhat arid condi- 
tions may not be so good as some of the 
lighter breeds, though in the early stages of 
poultry culture it evinced every requisite of 
fine breeding and staying qualities. Be that 
as it may, it is also noticeable that it fias 
suffered a decline in New England, the Mid- 


dle West and even in England. But that is 


ions in poultry much as there are in many 
other things which seem to be actuated by 
a sense of taste rather than of economic 
values. 

Being the largest of our domesticated fowl 
and perfectly hardy, its qualification as a 
meat breed has always been high. Indeed, 
a fully developed Light Brahma furnishes 
an ideal carcass as a roaster; the hens lay 
a large brown egg and are sitters; in char- 
acteristics they are somewhat docile and 
stand confinement well. Though recognized 
as a meat breed, they are also good layers, 
producing most of their eggs during the 
winter months. Those who have stayed 
with tne breed during its ups and downs are 
loud in its praises, and just at present it 
seems to be again coming into its own. The 
illustration shown herewith pictures the 
ideal cock and hen as it is now recdégnized 
by the American Light Brahma Club, which 
is trying to stimulate and broaden the pub- 
lic interest in this old and reliable variety.

[New York Sun:] The breeding stock 
should be fully matured. Late hatched pul- 
lets and cockerels are usually inferior breed- 
ers. Some poultrymen place early hatched 
pullets in the breeding pens; but as a rule 
yearling and two-year-old hens give better 
results. With these may be mated cockerels 
hatched early the preceding year, or year- 
ling cocks. In some cases older males will 
give good results. It all depends upon their 
condition and how they have been handled. 
Old cocks, especially of the heavier breeds, 


*| are very likely to become clumsy and inac- 


tive. Pens headed by such birds usually 
produce eggs with a high percentage of in- 
fertility. However, some males retain their 
activity for some years, and such are usually 
excellent breeders. The relative proportion 
of males and females cannot be definitely 
stated. It d@pends upon the breed and the 
conditions under which the flock is kept. 


[Baltimore American:] The great spoil- 
age of eggs in this country is due to bad 
handling and is quite unnecessary. Part of 
the remedy is to teach everybody, from the 
farmer to the consumer, how to tell the qual- 
ty of an egg without breaking the shell. The 
country buyers, the middlemen and the 
housewife judge of the quality of the inside 
of a cucumber or an eggplant or any other 
vegetable by the appearance of the outside 
and the firmness of the texture. It is not 
possible to tell the quality of an egg by look- 
ing at the shell, though it is safe to say that 
the eggs with shiny shells are apt to be aged.

An affected chick will 
be found to have soft yellow growths from 
the size of a pinhead to that of a pea, mainly 
in the lungs, but sometimes in the intestines 
and mesentery. These growths, clogging the 
air passages of the lungs, are directly re- 
sponsible for the death of affected birds.

| of thousands of cases prove that anti- 
= typhoid inoculation is more efficacious than 
oe vaccination against smallpox. And the ex- 
perience of the armies of the world, in 
5 which this kind of protection is carried out 
systematically, supports this assertion. 
In one of the British garrisons in India 
the annual loss from typhoid was formerly 
300 to 600 men. Last year it was twenty. 
Inoculation has been compulsory in the 
United States army for several years. Last 
year there were only three cases and, no 
deaths in the entire army of over 90,000 
men.

“Immediately after the physical-training 
exercises the air of the room is thoroughly 
saturated with dust, which is breathed by 
the children and can be seen upon the hand- 
kerchiefs from blowing the nose _ shortly 
after the close of the exercise,” says Dr. 
Crampton. “Dirty dust is by no means a 
favorable lining for the naso-pharynx.” 

Dr. Crampton recently conducted a series 
of experiments in dust prevention, using a 
sanitary oil as floor dressing. By having 
this dressing applied with a felt mop pro- 
vided with a small reservoir of oil which 
insured even distribution, very satisfactory 
results were obtained. Even after the oil 
had been on the floor for fifty-eight consecu- 
tive days without removal there was less 
dust in the treated rooms than in untreated 
ones. The oil was effective in causing 80 
per cent. of the dust to adhere to the sur- 
face of the floor disturbed by physical ex- 
ercises. 

The amount of dust created by sweeping 
Was greatly lessened. Thus the oil serves 
the double purpose of protecting the work- 
men employed to clean the rooms, as well 
as the children and teachers.

In the United States Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry there is an army of men, 2300 of 
whom are inspectors. But only about one- 
half of the total meat supply of the country 
comes under government inspection. As a 
result, the purchaser stands even chances 
of getting uninspected meat, unless he in- 
sists upon making his selection from a car- 
cass which has the indelible-ink stamp on 
the outer skin. But this is usually imprac- 
ticable, and frequently impossible. 

The case is entirely different with canned 
meats. These goods require less govern- 
ment inspection to insure purity, for the 
process of canning, in which the meats and 
the cans are subjected to intense heat, de- 
stroys most of the impurities; and as the 
cans must be airtight to preserve the con- 
tents, there is no chance for impurities to 
get in later. It is evident, therefore, that 
the person who buys his meat in cans is tak- 
ing less chances than one that buys it in 
bulk.

Ear. 


The Caulifiower 


The season for “football,” or “cauliflower” 
ear is here. The deformity is permanent if 
not treated properly. But if treated within 
a few hours after the initial injury, the nor- 
mal shape of the ear may be maintained. 
The best treatment consists in painting the 
injured ear with several coats of contractile 
collodion. 


Caulifiower ear begins as a simple contu- 


sion. The injured ear swells and becomes 


a sac of. blood, which is not absorbed read- 
ily because there are no surrounding tis- 
sues to give support and make pressure. As 
a result the ear becomes permanently 
thickened and cCistorted by contracture. 

This is prevented if constant pressure is 
made on both sides of the ear at the time 
And the simplest way to 
do this is to paint on collodion. 

This collodion (which must not be con- 
fused with the flexible collodions used in 
“liquid court plaster”) has the property of 
contracting as it dries, exerting a constrict- 
ing and compressing effect. When painted 
over the surface of an injured ear it exerts 
sufficient pressure to facilitate the absor® 
tion of the blood, and thus prevents the dis 
figuring contractions and thickening. 


Fright as a Cause of Insanity. 


It is a popular belief that insanity is often 
caused by fright. But in point of fact nor- 
mally-balanced persons are rarely made in- 
sane, even by great fear and shock. The 
Titanic disaster offers striking confirmation 
of this statement. 

There nave been no catastrophes in mod- 
ern times in which the survivors suffered 


greater mental and physical shock, and 


grief. It seems as if the horrors of that 
experience would unhinge the mental bal- 
ance of the stoutest survivor. Indeed, it 
was taken for granted that many of the sur- 
vivors would be insane; and the rescue ship, 
Carpathia, was reported to be “a floating 
madhouse,” as she made her way to port. 
Yet there was no case of insanity among the 
survivors when they landed; and a canvass 
of these survivors a year later showed that 
no case of insanity had developed. 

On thé other hand, several persons on 
shore—persons having neither friends nor 
acquaintances on the doomed ship—became 
insane on hearing of the disaster. These 
persons were, of course, in a state of pre- 
carious mental stability, and were “flying 
signals of tottering mentality” before the 
catastrophe. The news of the disaster sim- 
ply “acted as the spark to set off the mine 
already laid.”

iron for the Blood. 
Iron is a very essential element in the 


composition of the blood, but it should be 


obtained from Nature's storehouse, as min- 
erals in the inorganic form, as everyone 
knows or should know, cannot be assimi- 
lated by the human system. Yet, many a 
hard-earned dollar of the workingman is 
spent in this worse than useless manner 
(buying some preparation of iron) because 
he has been told that he or some member 
of his household, “needs more iron in the 
blood.” 

Spencer says: ‘Life is a delnite-combi- 
nation of heterogenous changes; both simu)- 
taneous and successive, in correspondence 
with external coexistences and sequences.” 
(Did you get that?) This “definite combi- 
nation,” however, plays a very important 
part in the economy of nature and in the 
smooth running of the human machinery. 
Some persons lack one element, some an- 
other; some need more iron, some more 
sand, 

The human body is composed of many ele- 
ments—carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, 
phosphorus, sulphur, chlorine, fluorine, aili- 
con, potassium, sodium, lithium, calcium, 
magnesium, manganese and iron. 

The sodium-chloride (common salt) is in 
all the tissues and liquids, keeping other 
substances in solution in water. 

The potassium-chioride is in the blood, 
muscles, nerves and most liquids. 

The calcium phosphate is in the bones 
and teeth in large quantities; in less pro- 
portion in all other tissues. 

Every one of these constituents of the hu- 
man body has its particular office to per- 

form. Out of the many, I have chosen the 
important element—iron—and in the follow- 
ing table have, shown its percentage in the 
various foodstuffs—based on 1000 parts of 
water-free food. These I have classified 
for ready reference and, in each class, have 
given the percentages in the order of their 
proportionate values:

Therefore, if you need iron in the 
blood get it from the food from which it 
will be readily absorbed and assimilated. 


Medicinal Value of Foods. 


In addition to the foregoing it may be 
well to remember that certain foods pos- 
sess certain special medicinal values, a few 
of which I give herewith: 

1. Cranberries are recommended for 
those having erysipelas. 

2. Watercresses are cooling, and a good 
tonic, and also a good stomachic. 

3. Blackberries are excellent to allay in- 
flammation arising from conditions indicat- 
ing looseness of the bowels. 

4. Celery is regarded as excellent for 
the nerves; for nervous dyspepsia, neural- 
gia and rheumatism. | | 

5. Rhubarb (pie plant) when properly 
prepared and thoroughly cooked (not too 
sweet) is a mild but efficacious laxative. 


6. Boiled beets, served with salt and oil, 


| were used by the Greek philosophers as an 
aid to mental exercise. 

7. Artichokes were used extensively by 
the Arabians for the liver. They are re- 
garded as particularly wholesome for any- 
one leading a sedentary life. 

8. Turnips and radishes are especially 
recommended for gravel, scurvy and nerv- 
ous disorders. Radishes were fed abun- 
dantly to the pyramid builders, by order of 
Pharaoh. 

9. Tomatoes contain vegetable calomel 
—an excellent stimulus for the liver. They 
have the largest percentage of potassium 
of any vegetable. Good either raw or 
cooked. 

10. Cucumbers contain vegetable arse- 


plexion beneficially. They contain large 
amounts of potassium and phosphorus, 

11. Cabbage (raw) when young and ten- 
der, furnishes a very large percentage of 
potassium, sodium, calcium and sulphur. 
It is quite rich in phosphates—-very essen- 
tial’ for the blood. 

12. Lettuce is good for the nerves, cool- 
ing to the blood, and a good sleep producer, 
as it contains opium in its natural state. 
By referring to the table yoe will observe 
that it contains a greater proportion of iron 
-—greater, by far, than any other vegetable, 
and next to tomatoes, the largest percent- 
age of potassium. 

13. Spinach and dandelions have a 
marked effect upon the kidueys—bdenefi- 


cially; the former also giving relief to those 


troubled with gravel, rheumatism, and 
gout. It is one of the best vegetables for 
those who lack iron in the blood, being next 
to lettuce in its proportion of that valuable 
element. 

14. Carrots are good for asthmatics. If 
eaten raw early in the morning, they act 
as a complexion beautifier; and, it is said, 
produce a marked and satisfactory effect on 
hair, skin, and eyes. The carrots should 
never be peeled or scraped, but washed, in- 
stead, in order to fully retain the mineral 
salts, as they are rich in potassium, so- 
dium, phosphorous and sulphur. They are 


-tof inestimable value in kidney affections, 


15. Onions are among the best nervines 

known—a sovereign remedy for coughs and 
colds: also for eczema and scurvy. Being 
highly soporific, they are invaluable for 
those afflicted with insomnia. The onion is 
the only vegetable readily inoculated with 
disease. It is a wonderful absorber of- poi- 
sons whether in or out of the system; hence 
its value as a food and the necessity of ex- 
ercising great care as to its freedom from 
taint. 
The foregoing gives a large variety of 
the vegetable foods from which to choose 
to meet the various requirements of the 
body. “A man’s food,” said Talmage, 
“when he has the means and opportunity 
of selecting it, suggests his moral nature. 
Many a Christian is trying to do by prayer 
that which cannot be done except through 
corrected diet. 

One is not necessarily restricted to the 
vegetable diet. The table of classified 
foods as given furnishes a wide range to 
meet all demands and all tastes. First, 
consider the food as to its wholesomeness, 
then ask yourself—is it nutritious? Can I 
take care of it—masticate it, digest it, ab- 
sorb it, and then assimilate the digestible 
and nutritious portions, and eliminate the 
undigested and non-nutritious and, finally, 
stop when I have had enough? If you can 
answer these questions satisfactorily and 
truthfully, you can count on a pretty long 
journey ahead of you even if you have 
passed the three-score-and-ten mark.

Experiments at the Hindhede Research 
Laboratory have shown that a diet of pota- 
toes exclusively is capable of dissolving 
more than six times the quantity of uric 
acid resulting from the diet itself. 

Two things have to be borne in mind in 
connection with a diet of potatoes. One is 
that, whether mashed or not, they require 
a great deal of mastication. The legend of 
their indigestibility is doubtless due to 
their being usually “bolted” with little or 
no admixture of saliva. The other point 
is that butter should always be eaten with 
them, in order to supply_the proportion of

Oscillator Gives Warning at Sea. 

An electric oscillator, for use on _ ships, 
which announces the presence of another 
vessel, locates icebergs, indicates sea depths, _ 
and provides for the transmission of .x.b- 
marine telephone and telegraph messages, is 
described in the October Popular Mecian- 
ics Magazine. The device consists princi- 
pally of a twenty-four-inch metal diaphragm 
attached to a cylindrical case, within which 
is an electromagnet actuating a copper 
sounder. The oscillators, when in_per- 
manent position, are placed inside of 
a ship’s skin, beneath the water line, 
on both the port and starboard sides. 
Vibrations of the diaphragm amount- 
ing to a movement of one-thousandth 
part of an inch and repeated with great 
rapidity throw out sound waves under the 


|water which may be caught by the receiv- 


ing apparatus on another vessel. Signals of 
this kind have been heard at a distance of 
thirty miles, while at shorter ranges 
numerous telegraphic conversations have 
been carried on successfully. In one 
instance the experimenters actually 
talked between two ships. In locating ice- 
bergs, it is the echo which gives warning 
of the presence of danger.

[Chicago Herald:] If she is American-
